Four million people, more than 
one-third of the Christian inhabi- 
tants of the Philippines, live in the 
Visayas, the group of 10 large and 
many small islands lying between 
Luzon and Mindoro to the north and 
Mindanao to the south. These peo- 
ple form a distinct language group, 
possess peculiar physical and psy- 
chological characteristics, and have 
a historic feeling of solidarity. They 
possess a really great leader in Sen- 
ator Sergio Osmefia of Cebu, and, 
with him, are more disposed to work 
with America, in the further devel- 
opment of the Philippines than are 


the Tagalogs and some of the other 


natives of Luzon. 

Furthermore, they are next door 
to Mindanao with its rich and vacant 
lands and valuable mineral deposits, 
the territory in which the next great. 
Philippine development is bound to 
occur, In the past the Visayans have 
bulked larger.in Phflippine affairs 
than most Americans have realized. 
Every factor in the present situa- 
tion suggests that their future réle 
will be of constantly increasing jm- 
portance. It, is highly desirable, 
therefore, t Americans should 
know more of this section of the 
Filipino people.

LUMBER MEN 
OPPOSE CHANGE 
IN RAIL RATES 
Revision of Rules on Inland 


Shipments Aimed at 
Pacific Carlots . 


Modification and revision Of rules 
governing charges on rail shipments 
of lumber from New England sea- 
ports inland, as proposed by New 
England railroads and which in ef- 
fect is equivalent to an advance iu 
rates, was Opposed today at a public 
hearing before the New England 
Freight Association at the South 
Station. 

In view of the large and increas- 
ing shipments of ‘lumber from Pa- 
cific coast ports of the United States 
and Canada by sea to Boston, Port- 
land, Providence and other seaports, 
the proposed change has aroused 
‘wide interest. Existing practice has 
provided that the carlot . minimum 
rate be granted to any surplus lum- 
ber in excess of a full car if it be 
in the same shipment. Thus the ship- 
per or consignee had the benefit of 
the lowest rate for the entire ship- 
ment regardless of whether or not it 
happened to fill completely a car or 
more. . 

‘The proposal for which the hear- 
ing was held today is to charge the 
rate for the actual weight of any 
surplus in excess of one or more full 
cars. Testimony submitted at the 
hearing revealed that the present}. 
‘ruling ideally suited conditions at the | 
port. of Boston and that, under the} 
present plan the average weight of 
lumber loaded aboard freight cars 


ther testified that a saving of about 
50 per cent in the total number of 
cars used had been possible in some 
cases by loading each car to its maxi- 
mum capacity. . 

Any change in the present ruling, 
it was testified, would result in load- 
ing only the minimum weight neces- 
sary in each car, 36,000 pounds, to 
secure the benefit of the full-car 
rate, in order that no surplus be 
left that would require ‘a higher 
rate. J. C. Randall of the car serv- 
ice division of the American Rail- 
way Association, testified that the 
advisory committee of the assucia- 
tion was now engaged in a study of 
the lumber loading problem, but that 


the present arrangement seemed to 


be satisfactory to all concerned. 
Most of the freight cars used at 
Boston for lumber are 36, or 38 feet 
long, it was pointed out, which 
makes it impossible to load two 
lengths of 20-foot lumber in one car. 
The Lumber Credit and Research 
Bureau, representing the retail lum- 
ber dealers, was recorded as op- 
posed to the proposed change, as 
‘adding to the cost of lumber to the 
consumer. A change requiring the 
use of more cars means more labor 
which would add to the cost of the 
lumber, it was pointed out. 
- Retailers, furthermore, would have 
to carry larger stocks in their 
yards, according to the testimony 
given out today. J. C. Bailey, of 
the Woodstock Lumber Company, 
and C. J. French of the Blanchard 
Lumber Company, were among 
those at the hearing. Frank Van 
Ummerson, chairman of the New 
England Freight Association, pre- 
sided and announced in adjourning 
the meeting that the decision of the 
Association would be announced 
later.

This afternoon Laurence Binyon,

ture at the Boston Museum of Fine. 
Arts. Mr. Binyon, who has written 
muck poetry in addition to his writ- 
| ings on art, came to the United States 
three weeks since to study recent 
acquisitions in, Oriental art in the 
collections of the United States, and 
in Toronto whose museum he found 
exceptionally rich in its Oriental de- 
partment. 

Mr. Binyon dwelt, as he did yester- 
day in his lecture at the Fogg Art 
Museum at Harvard University, upon 
characteristic phases of the art of 
the T’ang Period. It will be remem- 
bered, he pointed out, that during the 
T’ang Dynasty the empire expanded 
to its utmost limits, stretching as far 
as the Persian Gulf. India was in- 
vaded; Buddhism, taught by numbers 
of Indian missionaries, became firmly 
established, and controlled the ideals 
and imaginations of the time. 


Vigorous Style of Great Era 
The vigorous style of a great era 
was impressed upon the T’ang art, 
which culminated in Wu Taozũ uni- 
versally acknowedged as the greatest

In talking with a representative of 
The Christian Science Monitor Mr. 
Binyon, whose last visit to the United 
States was paid 12 years ago, said 
he was very much impressed with the 
relative importance to the chronicle 
of oriental art of the additions which 
had been made in the last decade 
to the museums he has been visiting. 

He felf that interest here was 
greater than in Europe in Chinese 
art. He pointed out that the Boston 
Museum had been earlier in acquir- 
ing examples of the fine old Chinese 
and Japanese schools of painting 
and that it had led consistently in 
the possession of symmetrical col- 
lections, thus setting an important 
example to other museums through- 
out the country. 

Mr. Binyon said he often thought 
it a pity museums were unable to 
display a larger proportion of their 
whole collection at once in such a 
department as the Chinese, for in- 
stance. He said that the British 
Museum rarely had on view more 
than 5 per cent of its collection of 
Chinese prints and paintings, and 
that casual visitors must often go 
away with a foreshortened impres- 
Sion of the resources held by the 
museum. 

Influence of Oriental Art 

Asked whether he thought con- 
temporary painters had been specifi- 
cally influenced by Japanese and 
Chinese art technique and manner 
Mr. Binyon said that, while it was 
far too early to place any check or 
estimate of the sort, he thought that 
all western poster art had been very 
emphatically influenced by the Japa- 
nese treatment and color, but 
whether there was any deeper in- 
fluence of the Orient to be found in 
the more serious branches of occi- 
dental art he could not say.

By the Associated Press 
Bensheim, Ger., Nov. 23 
GMENTS of a German 
translation of the New Testa- 
ment, dating from the fourteenth 
century, have been discovered in 
an ancient volume of title deeds in 
the archives of this city. 

Close examination of the 
records by an observant searcher 
disclosed that in many cases where 
the real estate records had been 
torn the pieces of parchment 
used to patch up the damaged 
leaves were strips of this German 
biblical translation.

canization process is slow, if it can 
be gauged by the 1,000,000 persons 
who read foreign language newspa- 
pers in New York. 

Within sight of the immigrant 

station at Ellis Island, where the 
melting-pot first begins to boil, 
there are published daily newspa- 
pers in 23 different tongues. Their 
combined circulation indicates that 
one out of every six New Yorkers 
reads a paper printed in a foreign 
language. 
With one out of three persons in 
New York, Jewish, according to the 
latest estimates, the seven Jewish 
dailies alone reach more than half 
the foreign press clientele in every 
issue. a 

And in the teeming Lower East 
Side,” is reared a golden nightly 
‘symbol—half Hebraic, half Ameri- 
can—the sign of the Jewish Daily. 
Forward. 

In letters taller than the Times 
Square legend of the New York 
Times, its name is blazoned to the 
east in the old language characters; 
to the west it turns another face, its 
“Forward” in English, standing out 
more prominently to lower Manhat- 
tan than the Statue of Liberty itself. 
Nearly 200 Foreign Publications 
Forty foreign language dailies and 
a total of 193 foreign publications 
come from the city’s presses every 
month. 

The Italians have 34 publications ot 
their own; the Jewish organs. run 
second with 27. They print, examina- 
tion shows, what their “public 
wants,” a public largely of first 
generation immigrants interested in 
adaptation to a new environment. 

Much, thus, is less sensational than 


informative, and if the immigrant. is 
bewildered by the American sport 


and comic strip page, he is not un- 
willing to learn.“ He reads articles 
on baseball, schools, farmers’ credits 
and loans, elections, naturalization 
and music, prohibition and religion. 

His foreign language tabloids vary 
their pictures of American notables 
with Italian beauties, and pictures of 
the sun-washed hills of Italy are 
made up next to photographs of a 
Broadway parade. The tone of most 
of his papers is highly conservative, 
even the tabloids being concerned 
largely with travel, popular science 
and music.

Even the humor retains its old- 
world flavor and the single. joke- 
illustration predominates over the 
“strip.” When the crossword puzzles 
swept the country, many foreign 
language editors used them freely to 
help acquaint the immigrant with 
the new language.

Furthermore, under 
the Massachusetts theory, they rep- 
resent the ability of his estate to pay 
toward the support of the state 
under whose laws the heirs are pro- 
tected in their right of inheritance.

Some points of the Massachusetts 
tax system might be tried with profit 
by many of the other states, Mr. 
Long concluded on hearing discus- 
sions at the convention. Sentiment 
there, he said, indicated that several 
more states may soon adopt state 
income tax laws. 


WIDE TOWN FOREST 
MOVEMENT STARTED 
IN HAMPDEN COUNTY 


Preservation of Watersheds 
Objective of Campaign 
Now Under Way 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Nov. 23 
(Special)—A campaign to establish 
town forests throughout Hampden 
County, as a step toward the preser- 
vation of watersheds, was launched 
at a joint meeting of the forestry 
committee of the Hampden County 
Improvement League and the Cliam- 
ber of Commerce yesterday after- 
noon in West Springfield. 

Harris A. Reynolds, secretary of 
the State Forestry Association, ex- 
plained the value of forests to this 
section of the State and stressed the 
need of preserving watersheds. 

The forestry campaign will be cen- 
tered in the towns of the county 
where there are no forests, and will 
be directed with an idea of bringing 
the project before the individual 
town meetings next spring. 

Russell, Ludlow and Monson al- 
ready have town forests and Rus 
gell has 30,000 trees on land set 
apart for them— the result of a 
planting program carried out over 
six years. A similar procedure, with 
trees furnished by the State, will 
be earried out in all the towns un- 
der the new project. 


NEW HAVEN PLANS 
HOLIDAY SERVICE 


Seventy-Four Extra Trains Are 


to Be Added 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Nov. 23 () 
~The New Haven Railroad will add 
74 extra trains and 266 extra cars 
to its regular trains to care for the 
Thanksgiving holiday travel, it was 
announced today. 

The extra service will start to- 
morrow, when 33 extra trains will 
be added. Eight of these will be 
from New York to Boston, six from 
Boston to New York, seven from 
New Haven to New York, four from 
Springfield to New York, six from 
New York to Springfield and two 
from New York to Worcester. 

These extra trains include extra 
sections of the Knickerbocker Lim- 
ited, Merchants Limited, the Gilt 
Edge, the Owl, the Colonial, the 
Shore Liner and others.

VITAL DRY LAW 
DECISION Is MADE 


Right to Purchase Addi- 
tional Packing Plants 


WASHINGTON, Nov, 23 (4)—The 
appeal questioning the validity of the 


was turned down today by the Su- 
preme Court. The lower courts were 


sustained in refusing to enjoin en- 
forcement of the law. 

Justice James C. McRenolds, in 
a separate opinion, held that the case 
should not even have been consid- 
ered, but should have been dismissed 
for. want of jurisdiction, 


Had Strong Opposition 
The Massachusetts State Grange, 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
gineers and others had challenged 
the law as an invalid exercise of au- 


thority which rested exclusively in 
the Federal Government. 

They asserted that the statute 
caused a loss of $20,000,000 annually 
to agriculture through depreciation 
of farm lands and $8,000,000 through 
the loss of crops. 

The fixing of sales prices by cor- 
porations holding patents on their 
products was upheld today by the 
same court in the General Electric 
case. Confirming the decision of the 
district court for northern Ohio, the 
Supreme Court held that the General 
Electric had the right to stipulate the 
price at whick the Westinghouse 
Company must sell the patented lamp 
which it makes under license from 
the General Electric. 

Deciding the celebrated “Ray of 
Block Island Case” from Rhode 
Island, involving a motorboat seiz- 
ure, the Supreme Court held that 
boats and automobiles. seized by 
state prohibition authorities can 
legally. be turned over to the Fed- 
erai Government when the State in 
question has no confiscation law of 
its own. 

The Providence (R. I.) police, in 
the absence of the federal agents, 


The state law did not provide 
for confiscation of the boat and 
cargo, and both were turned over to 
the federal agents.. Those o 

the boat, however, were 

under state law. 

It was contended by the owners 
that the delivery of the boat to the 
federal agents was unlawful, be- 
cause these officers had not detected 
it while engaged in violating the 


law. 
Swift Case Decision 

The Federal Trade Commission 
lost its main contention today in 4 
fight to curtail the purchase of addi- 
tional packing plants by Swift & Coy 
in Alabama and Georgia. 

The decision handed down by thé 
court was hailed as a victory for 


those manufacturers and others who 
have been vigorously disputing the 
claim of the commission that it had 
authority to prevent them from ac- 
quiring properties of concerns en- 
gaged in the same line of business 
when the commission considered 
such acquisition would restrict com- 
petition, 

Justices Holmes, Brandeis and 
Stone dissented, contending that the 
commission had the authority to 
compel corporations to dispose of 
the physical property of competitors 
obtained by purchase. 

The Federal Government must not 
mix its liquor statutes when it un- 
dertakes to seize an automobile for 
illegal transportation of stimulants. 

Thus in effect the Supreme Court 
today also answered a question pro- 
pounded by the Court of Appeals in a 
case from Washington State. The 
highest tribunal said that once a 
confiscation case is begun under the 
prohibition laws it must therefore 
be prosecuted under that statute and 
not under the old internal revenue 
laws. 

Important Labor Decision 


The United States won in its prose- 
cution of manufacturers, contractors 
and union carpenters at Chicago on 
charges of criminally violating the 
anti-trust law by restraining inter- 
state commerce in mill work.

Government Pledges Com- 


pletion of 12,000 Miles of 
Mississippi Projects 


ST. LOUIS, Mo., Nov. 28 (Special) 
—With the Federal Government 
pledged to complete within five years 
all navigable channels provided for 
in projects covering more than 12, 000 


miles of river highways in the Mis- 
sissippi Valley, river cities were 
urged to construct modern municipal 
terminals, by James E. Smith, presi- 
dent, in his report to the Mississippi 
Valley Association’s annual conven- 
tion in session here. 

Expenditure of $120,000,000 beyond 
the present appropriations is tie- 
quired to complete this great system. 


More than 1500 delegates repre- 
senting 400 trade and civic organiza- 
tions of the United States and Canada 
‘heard the president’s report and also 
the report of savings already ec- 
cruing to farmers and other shippers 
using the present waterways, made 
by Brig.-Gen. T. Q. Ashburn, chair- 
man of the Inland Waterways Cor- 
poration. 

“It has been a long and tedious 
task but our efforts have been satis- 
factorily rewarded,” declared Mr. 
Smith. “When we began there was 
little or no sentiment in Congress 
for the development of our inland 
waterways. To the contrary, there 
was a strong element of opposition 
which had been built up by certain 
powerful interests who violently op- 
posed waterway development in the 
Mississippi Valley.

Trade Hoped For 


Encouraged by the recent trend of 
affairs. in Canada, the Canadian 
Chamber of Comimerce of the United 
States, which is just completing its 
organization of a Boston branch of- 
fice, with J. Calder Gordon, execu- 
tive director, and with headquarters 
at 101 Milk Street, issued a statement 
pertaining to current opinion of 
commercial, transportation and in- 
dustrial leaders today. 

In the statement which deals with 
the comment of Freeman I. Davison 


of Boston, Sir Henry Thornton, presi- 
dent of the Canadian National Rail- 
road, J. D. Shatford of Iowa, chair- 
man of the Association of American 
Railroad Owners, and W. L. Mac- 
kenzie King, Premier of Canada, the 
Canadian Chamber points out many 
interesting situations with respect to 
trade development in Canada. 
‘Quoting from an interview with 


Mr. Davison, after his return from a 


recent trip to Nova Scotia and the 
Maritime Provinces, in which he 
recorded his impressions, the Cham- 
ber states that freer trade relations 
between Nova Scotia and New Eng- 
land and other states appear a step 
nearer following the recent elections 
and the return of the Liberal Party to 
wer 


Optimistic Trade Outlook 

Following the election a decided 
change of feeling among commercial 
and industrial leaders concerning the 
outlook for better trade conditions is 
noted, Mr. Davison told the Chamber. 

Mr. Shatford is quoted by the 
Chamber as follows on the object of 
the organization which he repre- 
sents: | 

“The association is constantly try- 
ing to impress upon Congress the 
necessity to both countries of a suit- 
able reciprocity. between Canada and 
the United States. The organization 
holds within it over $3,250,000,000 of 
the $10,000,000,000 of railroad sta:sk 


within the United States ahd is fully 


representative. of the railways of 
America. 

“From Canada we should be able to 
get coal, fish, steel, lumber and farm 
products, and Canada should be able 
to get cotton, corn, oil ahd similar 
raw products free of duty. This 
would be a great benefit to both coun- 
tries, and the association will con- 
tinue its agitation for such a meas- 
ure.’ 

Exchange of natural products, he 
pointed out, would be of immense 
benefit and the association is endeav- 
oring to impregs the advisability of 
such a treaty upon the states. Since 
elections last month 675 settlers, all 
of whom but 10 were farmers, are ré- 
ported to have moved into the Cana- 
dian northwest from the United 
States, taking with them cash and 
effects valued at more than $1,- 
000,000. 


Sees Prosperity Ahead 
The chamber discussed a speech 
by Sir Henry Thorpton to the Cana- 
dian Board of Trade at St. John.

speech, he stréssed the importance

of the Atlantic for the transportation 
of its products. That is a phase 
which has frequently been pointed 
out and which the people of the up- 
per provinces have too little recog- 
nized. 

“All the big nations of the world 
have spent untold treasure and in 
some cases undergone costly wars 
for the purpose of maintaining, or 
securing, an outlet to the sea: No 
country can become great without 
harbors on the ocean. Sir Henry 
fusther pointed out that Canada 
could not have carried on its part in 
the World War if it hadn't been for 
the port of Halifax. Therefore, to 


the Dominion as a whole it is a mat- | 


ter of self-interest, not to say of na- 
tional concern, for the upper prov-. 
inces are vitally dependent on the 
maritime provinces as their outlet to 
the sea, and were under obligation 
not only to recognize their special 
interest, but to co-operate in pro- 
moting and developing and in secur- 
ing justice to them.

Eminence of New England in the 
world of industry and commerce was 
the subject of an address to students 
of the High School of Commerce to- 
day by Benjamin R. Alexander, .- 
sistant to the secretary of the Bo:- 
ton Chamber of Commerce.

Much comment Is 3 
Over Action of Stresemann 


in Buying Stinnes Organ 


By Wireless . 
BERLIN, Nov. 23 — Dr. Gustav 
Stresemann, German Foreign Min- 
ister, confirmed at a meeting of the 
Foreign Affairs Committee of. the 
Reichstag the report that he had 
purchased the Deutsche Allgemeine 
Zeitung, the former organ of Hugo 
Stinnes, six months ago and made it 
the mouthpiece of the Government 
without telling anybody about it ex- 
cept a few confidants and the for- 
mer Chancellor, Dr. Hans Luther. 
There are a number of incidents con- 
nected with this transaction, haw- 
ever, which tend to increase the 
amazement and dissatisfaction felt 
here about it. First of all Dr. Strese- 
mann used Government money for 
the purchase. His friends declare 
that he was entitied to do so since 
it was taken from a special fund put 
at his disposal by the Reichstag for 
any transactions he wished to keep 
secret. Then the Deutsche Allege- 
meine Zeitung had been attacking 
the Prussian Government severely, 
in which there are two parties which 
are also represented in the coalition 
Eovernment of the Reich. 
Nationalist Moderate Organ 
Here it is declared Dr. Strese- 
mann wished to reach the National- 
ists and since he could not voice his 
views in their press, he purchased 
one of their more moderate organs 
without letting its readers know it. 
The incident which will bring about 
the intervention of the German Press 
Association, is that the editors were 
never informed that their paper had 
changed hands, the _ proprietors 
pledging themselves to follow Dr. 
Stresemann’s directions. 
Considerable uneasiness is also 
caused by the fact that Dr. Strese- 
mann never told Dr. Wilhelm Marx, 
who succeeded Dr. Luther as Qhan- 
cellor, of the transactions, so that the 
present head of the Government did 
not know that the Government 
owned and WN the news- 
paper. 


To Answer Attacks 
Dr. Stresemann undoubtedly will 


the debate in the Reichstag on the 
supplementary budget for the For- 
eign Office, when he will. also dis- 
cuss the foreign political situation. 

Theodor Wolff, editor of the Ber- 
liner Tageblatt, compares Germany’s 
present foreign policy with a sailing 
ship lacking wind. The financial 
plans of Thoiry seem to have failed, 
he says, and the attempt to fill the 
present lull with discussion over the 
Saar district has been evened up as 
unsuccessful. Interest now centers 
on the form in which the League of 
Nations will exercise military con- 
trol over Germany. Will Dr. Strese- 
mann discuss the eastern question in 
his speech? Dr. Wolff asks, indicating 
that the Foreign Minister may now 
devote his attention to other foreign 
political questions, one of which 
might be that of inducing Russia 
and Turkey to join the League of 
Nations. There is also the possibil- 
ity that Dr. Stresemann will make 
new suggestions which will help to 
further the Locarno policy. 

Considerable interest is shown here 
in the meantime in the report of the 
committee on inter-imperial relations 
adopted by the British Imperial Con- 
ference which is described as one of 
the most masterly documents ever 
written. The opinion, however, is 
voiced here that it did not create a 
new situation since it merely con-

MR. GREEN CITES 
LABOR STRENGTH 


Denies English View That 
Unions Are Weak—Praises 
American Co-operation 


Special from Monitor Bureau 
NEW YORK—“The pitiful weak- 
ness of organized labor“ in the 
United States, cited by The Times 
of London, in an editorial discour- 
aging great expectations from imitat- 
ing American. methods in Great 
Britain, owing to the difference in 
conditions in the two countries, was 
declared by William Green, president 
of the American Federation of Labor, 


to be non-existent, except perhaps 
in certain unorganized industries. 
Another American condition cited 
by The Times article was complete 
domination of the country by big 
business interests. 
In an interview with a representa- 
tive of The Christian Science Moni- 
tor, Mr. Green said the ‘greater har- 
mony and productivity in American 
industry, and the prosperity flowing 
therefrom, were due to the attitude 
of both employers and labor in treat- 
ing industrial conflicts as economic 
problems, rather than political ones. 
The attitude of co-operation in 
solving these problems along eco- 
nomic lines, or in accordance with 
economic principles, was a “short 
cut,” he said, which avoids going 
through the field of politics for a 
solution. . 
The recent anthracite strike, 
which lasted six months, hardly in- 
dicates a weakness of the organized 
miners,” Mr. Green said. The print- 
ing trades, the skilled workers on the 
railroads, and many other depart- 
ments of industry are strongly or- 
‘ganized. Among the metal trades, 
and in automobile manufacture, it is 
true that there is little organization. 
Even in those fields, however, the 
existence of strong: labor organhiza- 
tions in other departments 5 very. 
influential. 
“But it is dy kesping industrial 
problems on an economic basis that 
good results are realized in the 
United States,” Mr, Green: ‘continued. 
“Labor leaders do not | e politi- 
cal leaders and identify their inter- 
ests with those of a political party. 
Neither do big employers, generally, 
go into politics. Both grofips prefer 
to deal together on the. basis of the 
economics involved, and appeal to 
the Government for its good offices 
and co-operation.”

NOTED CANADIAN 
HITS “CONTROL” 


Sir George E. Foster Op- 
poses His Party Leader 
on Liquor Issue 


OTTAWA (Special)—Sir George 
E. Foster, former Minister of Trade 
and Commerce in the Federal Con- 
servative Government, and generally 


conceded to be Canada’s most bril- | 


liant orator, spoke recently for more 
than an hour and a half in con- 
demnation of the new liquor pro- 
posals of G. Howard Ferguson, 
Premier of Ontario. He recalled Mr. 
Ferguson’s pledges to uphold the 
Ontario Temperance Act, which had 
come into force as the result of a 
direct vote of the people, and sug- 


gested that if changes were to be 
made, a commission should first have 
been appointed to make a thorough 
study of Government control of 
liquor sales in other provinces. 

Sir George reviewed the struggle 
for temperance in the province of 
Ontario and said that the Ontario 
Temperance Act came as the result 
of experiments spread over a century 
and the tireless achievements of a 
large body of people whose sole aim 
had been the welfare of the country. 
Total prohibition had come during 
the war, when it was universally ad- 
mitted that alcoholic drink was the 
great enemy of economy and effi- 
ciency. But with the return of peace 
came organized effort on the part of 
so-called moderationists, liquor man- 
ufacturers and al] the other “wet” 
elements to wipe ot restrictions and 
return to pre-war conditions. 

To argue, said Sir George, that 
because prohibition did not entirely 
prohibit, that certain individuals 
were making fortunes out of illicit 
traffic, that preventive officers were 
becoming demoralized, therefore the 
law should be revoked, was the 
height of absurdity. Every thinking 
person, even Mr. Ferguson himself, 
admited that the Ontario Temperance 
Act had resulted in much good. Ob- 
viously it is more, not less, prohibi- 
= that is required to rectify these 
evils. 

Referring to legalized sale, the 
speaker said that “what is shameful, 
disgraceful, demoralizing for indi- 
viduals to do is worse still for a 
government to do,” and that “if you 
keep your boys and girls from 
learning the use of liquor, in 10 
years there will be no brewery or 
distilelry in operation.” Government 
“eontrol” controlled only the hand- 
ing out of the packages, and after 
that it ceased to exist. As to the 


supposed control of the liquor com- 


mission, Sir George contended that 
physically, mentally, morally it 
was utterly impossible, and “the re- 
sult will be there will be no super- 
vision.” 

Although he belonged to the same 
political party as Mr. Ferguson, the 
speaker said that it was a case 
where one should put “principles 
ahead of politics,” and “I am bound 
to do that thing. I cannot escape 
it.” He sat down amid loud ap- 
plause from the big audience. 


WINNIPEG, Man, (Special Corre- 
spondence)—A recent announcement 
by the Rev. Dr. J. H. Cody of 
Toronto, Ont., a leading Canadian 
divine, in support of the proposed 
introduction of a government liquor- 
control system in the Province of 
Ontario, has drawn a reply from the 
Winnipeg presbytery of the United 
Church in Canada, in which the gov- 
ernment-control system, as it has 
operated in Manitoba, is severely 
condemned, and termed a “lament- 
able and discredited failure.” It is 
pointed out that before the Liquor 
Control Act of Manitoba was en- 


acted, there were only six breweries, 
now there were eight. There were 
also now two distilleries, where there 
were none before the system became 
effective. Instead of the disappear- 
ance of bootlegging, as was prom- 
ised, this traffic has increased enor-| 
mously. \ 


NEW FARM BILL 
TO BE SIMPLER 


Mr. MeNary Includes Rice 
in Crops to Be Aided— 
Seeks $250,000,000 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 23 ()—The 
McNary-Haugen Farm Relief Bill, 
this time in a somewhat simplified 
form, again will knock at the door of 
Congress. 

Charles L. McNary (R.), Senator 
from Oregon, who will be the new 
chairman of the Senate Agriculture 
Committee, proposes to introduce a 
redrafted measure on the first day of 
the approaching session and speed it 
to a final vote. 

The new bill will embody the same 
principles as the old; he said, and, 
although the final draft is not com- 
plete, he proposes to ask an ap- 
propriation of $250,000,000 to set up 
the export machinery which the 


measure would establish to handle 
surplus crops. 

Mr. McNary still expects to confer 
with a number of farm leaders, but 
in announcing his intention to bring 
the bill again before Congress, he 
asserted the principal chahge to be 
made in the new measure would be 
in the administrative machinery it 
would set up. 

He feels the bill, defeated last year, 
will draw more support by the com- 
ing session, as the farmers of the 
West and South are in his opinion de- 
manding more ardently a relief from 
low prices. 

The new measure would provide 
for a board to be appointed by the 
President from the 12 federal land 
bank districts and would receive a 
salary of $10,000 per year each. They 
would be required to devote their 
whole time to the business of the 
board. 

Crops to be included in the scope 
of the proposed measure would be 
wheat, corn, cotton, swine and rice, 
the last named appearing for the 
first time in connection with such 
legislation. Assurances of support, 
the Senator said, have been given 
him by a number of Senate and 
House members.

There were 
four of these, 16 crib coverlets, warm 
and soft and pink and white. a num- 
ber of children's slips and nighties 
made from outing flannel, a child's 
winter coat, tailor-made, 44 pairs of 
cloth mittens shaped and stitched, 38 
pairs of little boys’ knee-pants with 
a penny in the pocket of each pair. 

When one considers the time un- 
selfishly given to the making of these 
garments, by young women who 
spend long hours at their machines, 
and whose leisure moments are very 
limited, a high place must be given 
them among those who “do noble 
things nor dream them all day long.”

Why any theatrical management 
prefers to put offensive productions 
on the stage while there are in ex- 
istence and available such delightful 
manuscripts as George Bernard 
Shaw’s “Pygmalion” is one of the 
mysteries of the world. At a recent 
actors’ dinner Daniel Frohman, dean 
of American theatrical managers, 
said: “The history of the successful 
play is the history of the clean play,” 
and it is a well-known fact that 
money received in nefarious ways 
never really benefits the one who 
gets it. 

The Theater Guild may well be 
proud of its production of “Pygma- 
lion,” and it is safe to prophesy that 
as long as this capable organization 
offers such wholesome comedy and 
dramatic fare its list of subscribers 
as well as the general public fol- 
lowing will increase. 

Shaw’s “Pygmalion” may not be 
this author’s best play, but any one 
of his plays is head and shoulders 
above 60 per cent of the offerings 
in so-called “places of amusement” 
on Broadway today.

Women and Banking 


HILE there were women 
working in banks before the 
World War, that period did 


much to strengthen their position, 


for the women who came in to care 
for an emergency proved themselves 
too valuable to lose when the emer- 
gency was ended, In fact, the number 
of women in banks, both customers 
and employées, is increasing each 
year, and the “woman’s department” 
has become an established fact. 

But why have such a department, 


some may ask? Why not let both men 


and women transact their business 
through the same channels? Accord- 
ing to Miss Nina Carter, head of the 
woman’s department of one of Chi- 
cago’s large banks, there are several 
reasons for the separation, all 
tending to make easier the transac- 
tion of business by the customers. 
Not that women are obliged to use 
the separate department. Some few 
prefer to have their accounts nandled 
through the main windows. But at 
certain times, such as noon hours 
and Saturday mornings, the woman’s 
department can handle matters more 
quickly than can the windows whcre 
messengers are getting cash for 
weekly pay rolls or making week-end 
deposits to various accounts. 
Why the Bank Needs a Woman 


When a woman first visits a bank 
she usually is more at ease if she is 
conducted to a quiet nook where a 
woman official gets and gives neces- 
sary information in friendly unhur- 
ried manner. If it is the first time 
the depositor is opening a drawing 
account, the woman official tactfully 
explains about making out checks, 
keeping track of deposits and with- 
drawals, and answers questions that 
a woman might hesitate to ask a man 
official lest she seem to display toc 
great an ignorance of business meth- 
ods. This first talk usually opens 
an acquaintanceship that draws the 
customer into consulting about in- 
vestments when she’ has accumu- 
lated a surplus, 

Family expenditures and a work- 
able budget are planned with the 
aid of the interested woman official. 
Some banks employ a budget expert; 
many issue various budget work 
sheets designed for business men, 
for housewives, and for the em- 
ployed person who lives away from 
home and has a different problem 
from one who helps support a family. 

Overdrafts are a matter the head 
of the woman’s department can 
handle tactfully. 
drafts are listed, and those made by 
women go to the head of the woman’s

marked that she was glad the cus- 
tomer had such an opportunity, but 
was she sure it was safe and had 
she had anybody investigate to make 


sound? 

The conversation that ensued con- 
vinced the bank official that the in- 
vestment was unsound. It took an 
hour of the advisor’s time and all 
her tact to make that woman see the 
risk she was assuming, but in the 
end her funds were left in safety and 
the bank had a more loyal customer 
than before. Women customers would 
be less likely to talk of their 
chances in “get-rich-quick” schemes 
to men than they are to women, and 
so the head of a woman’s department 
has added opportunity to prevent 
many bad investments or, at least, 
to see that customers go into in- 
vestments with their eyes open. 

Living Trusts and Annuities 


One woman came to the bank with 
her troubles and found an easy solu- 
tion she had never heard of before. 
She wanted some young relatives to 
inherit her property she said, but 
she did not want them to manage her 
affairs; she wanted her possessions 
to be her own. “That is easy,” said 
the head of the woman’s department. 
“Let us invest most of your savings 
in a ‘living trust,’ from which you 
get the income and even you cannot 
touch your. capital, so you can hon- 
estly say that there is nothing in 
your hands to administer. But you 
can will the capital to go where you 
wish, a very different thing from in- 
vesting in an annuity, although the 
annual returns from an annuity 
would be greater.” 

This gave the woman exactly what 
she desired and proved a protection 
and comfort for many years. On the 
other hand, a woman with no kin 
and no friends who needed her help 
was advised to invest in an annuity, 
which gave her a larger return on 
her capital but left her no money to 
dispose of, after she had ceased to 
need it. 

Many savings banks with wide ter- 
ritory maintain automobiles for the 
use of their women solicitors who go 
about interesting women in starting 
accounts and in helping them choose 
their investments when they have 
saved enough to buy securities. They 
also visit women who seldom go out, 
and the professional, theatrical and 
society women who find it difficult to 
conform to banking hours, yet whose 
accounts are large enough to be well 
worth this extra service.

A Garden 


in a Bowl 


| heroine of this story is a 
garden which grows on the win- 


dow sill of a busy down-town 
office.

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Ideals in the Oldest English Epic 


shall we lock for the 

earliest expression of Eng- 

lish ideals? Wheré, indeed, if 

not in the earliest literary monu- 
ment of those hardy voyagers who 


erossed the North Sea from the dark 


German forests to lay the founda- 


tions of & new civilization upon 
English soil fifteen centuries ago? 
Priceless is that stirring epic of 
three thousand lines which we name 
after its hero Beowulf. Were it not 
for the preservation of this poem 
we should have to date the begin- 
ning of great try no less than 
seven centuries later with the ad- 
vent of Langland and Chaucer. What 


“we have lost from those older cen-

turies we shall probably never know, 
but by incaléulable good fortune the 
earliest ideals of the sturdy tribes 
of the Angles and Saxons are clear- 
ly and splendidly perpetuated in the 
first and only national epic which 
expresses the aspiration of our race. 
+ + > 

The story of Beowulf was un- 
questionably brought over to Eng- 
land in its main outlines by oral 
tradition, since it records events 
which occurred in the lands which 
are now Sweden and Denmark. But 
sqmeé two or three centuries after 
the momentous year of 449, when 
the Germanic settlers landed on 
Kentish shores, these events were 
gradually molded into the epic form 

‘nD We possess today. It is thus 
essentially an English epic shaped 
by men who formed the ideals of 
Anglo-Saxon civilization. 
„Almost of necessity the theme of 
the poem is conflict, but, unlike most 
national epics, the clash is not be- 
tween men but between a hero and 
supernatural monsters who work 
havoc among the people. Three times 
does Beowulf deliver helpless folk 
from the ravages of legendary crea- 
tures, and his three triumphs con- 
stitute the subjects of the three 
main episodes of the narrative. The 
epic opens with the dolorous pic- 
ture of the Danes dwelling in the 
famed hall of Heorot under the good 
king Hrothgar, who for twelve years 
has lived under the oppression of the 
vaguely described creature, Grendel. 


His people see no hope of deliver- 


ance from the constant threat of 
destruction until in the land of the 
Geats “across the narrow sea” (in 
Scandinavia) the mighty Beowulf 
hears of their plight and resofves to 
go to their relief. With a picked 
band of fourteen comrades he ven- 
tures forth to a strange land, and 
after arriving at Heorot he meets 
Grendel and conquers the foe of the 


But amid the rejoicing over this 
welcome deliverance Grendel's 
mother appears in reprisal. And 
again Beowulf sallies forth; but this 
time he must seek her out in her hid- 
ing place, which can be reached only 
by plunging into the waves of a mére 
and encountering first many. sea- 
monsters. Still greater prowess is 


to his fatherland and rules in peace 
for fifty years. Then when well ad- 
vanced in age, his own kingdom is 
threatened by a fiery dragon working 
deeds of darkness. Beowulf knows 


that his last struggle is before him, 
but he knows too the ‘duty of the 
guardian of his. people; and after a 
long and mighty conflict in which he 
is aided by only one faithful comrade 
he is victorious. For the third and 
last time he has saved a people. 
Throughout all these events the 
deliverer appears in the most exalted 
light, actuated by the noblest mo- 
tives. In the first half of the epic he 
encounters risks for the sake of a 
folk to whom he owes no conceivable 
obligation. Of course, he represents a 
warlike age and he is seeking glory 
in the most natural way possible in a 
society at that level of development. 
But no trace of the sordi¢ or the 
selfish appears in the portrayal of his 
character or his achievements. In 
the recital of his adventures he is 
reticent, and according to the meas- 
ure of his time, distinctly modest. 
Both the poet and the hero assume 
that the leader of a people performs 
an unpleasant task as his obvious 
obligation. If he succumbs, it is in a 
noble cause; if he triumphs, he has 
merely done his duty. Again and 
again through the epic rings the la- 
conic refrain, “So ought a man!” 


+ + > 
Are theSe the men we call barbari- 
ans? We should only expect that the 
theme of their song would be strife. 


The astonishing fact is that battle 
among men is described in only two 
digressions, which seem fragmentary 
interpolations into the main narrative 
and even so are mysteriously veiled. 
So far as our single extant epic re- 
veals the temper of these English 
forefathers, they sought to express 
their highest aspiration not in story 
of conflict among men but of victory 
of man’s highest self over maleficent 
influences. This was the story which 
the men of those centuries ‘most de- 
sired to hear about tke hearth in their 
rude halls. We can scarcely doubt 
that it was this type of heroism which 
best interpreted their ideals.

harvest, never fail to bring a glow of 
gratitude to the hearts which have 
patiently followed the orderly suc- 
cession of plowing, seedtime, and rip- 
ening growth. They typify the fulfill- 
ment of the Biblical promise, “While 
the earth remaineth, seedtime and 
harvest, and cold and heat, and sum- 
mer and winter, and day and night 
shall not cease.” . . 

The anxieties of mankind as to 
weather and soil and markets have 
gone far to rob the husbandman of 
trust in the spontaneous activity of 
good in support of a purpose so be- 
neficent as crop raising. The farmer’s 
toil is often harassed by fears of 
failure and loss. Humanity has been 
taught to regard all growth largely 
as the surviving product of some 
collision between friendly and an- 
tagonistic forces, the latter always 
present with sufficient weight to limit 
possibilities of fruitage. Throughout 
the centuries struggling humanity 
has stubbornly contested these threats 
and testimonies of failure, with no 
other weapon, for the most part, than 
inborn, God-inspired gleams of hope. 

Paul declared boldly, ‘““Whatsoever 
a man soweth, that shall he also 
reap.” The mission of Christian Sci- 
ence is to demonstrate the power of 
God, good, to rescue mankind from 
their beliefs in sickness and failure. 
This restoration of the teachings of 
the Christ does not set aside, but 
actually fulfills, every Scriptural as- 
surance of man’s divinely-bestowed 
dominion and safety. In the Christian 
Science textbook, “Science and Health 
with Key to the Scriptures,” Mary 
Baker Eddy, the Discoverer and 
Founder of Christian Science, has 
written (p. 361), “That which when 
sown bears immortal fruit, enriches 
mankind only when it is understood.” 
Thus it becomes apparent that our 
need is not for another philosophy of 


which will enable us to appropriate 
the revealed truths contained in the 
Bible, and to make practical use of 
them in our daily experience. 

The keystone of endeavor must be 
established in the recognition of the 
allness of God, or good, and of the 
consequent necessity of displacing 
from human thinking those erring 
human concepts which falsely at- 
tempt to attribute power to that 
which is not in accord with the om- 
nipotent purpose of divine Love.

“The operations of sowing and reap- ia 
ing exemplify the course of all human 
activity. But with what a t ; 


outlook may we consider the result 
of our labors as we begin to learn 
that whatever partakes of the nature 
of spiritual good is, to the extent of 
the partaking, protected from failure. 
or disaster. How zealous may we 
then become to insure the purity of 
the seeds of thought which we are 
planting moment by moment, that 
there may be no doubt of their ger- 
mination and timely fruitage! Exist. 
ence then ceases to be a conflict be- 
tween one human will and another. 
It begins to manifest the natural out- 
come of a conscientious endeavor to 
reflect more of God in thought, word, 
and deed, to make the real man mors 
manifest in one’s own daily experi- 
ence. Such sowing is assured of a 
bountiful harvest, which cannot fail 
to include a deepened sense of har- 
mony and prosperity. 

As thought begins to acknowledge 
God as the source of all health and 
happiness, less reliance is placed on 
false beliefs, which would ensiave 
mortals to so-called laws of diseasé 
or sin, until all such beliefs yield, as 
finally they must, to the recognition 
that they have indeed no place in that 
consciousness which is wholly gov- 
erned by God. On page 188 of Science 
and Health Mrs. Eddy writes: “The 
soil of disease is mortal mind, and 
you have an abundant or scanty crop 
of disease, according to the seedlings 
of fear. Sin and the fear of disease 
must be uprooted and cast out.” 

Through individual endeavor to en- 
tertain no desire or purpose which 
does not harmonize with God's law, 
human thought becomes purified to 
perceive more clearly how unerringly 
divine Principle, God, silences the 
conflicting testimony of physical 
sense.

A Musical Sandhill 


I now come to the particular phe- 
nomenon which, owing to its greater 
accessibility and to the fact that it 
has been visited and described by a 
number of.European travellers, has 
won the widest reputation, and is 
commonly referred to by geograph- 
ers as the classical case of a mu- 
sical sandhill. This is the Jebel 
Nakus or Hill of the Bell or Gong, 
in the Peninsula of Sinai on the 


eastern shore of the Red Sea.... 

The first full description from an 
English source is... that of Lieu- 
tenant J. R. Wellsted. of the Indian 
Navy.. . . Ten years later, another 
British officer, Lieutenant Newbold, 
of the Madras Army appeared upon 
the scene, and gave an even more 
ample account of his successful ex- 
perience: a 

Ten minutes' walk over sand and 
stones brought us to the base of 
Gebel Naküs. The apparent height is 
from three hundred and fifty to four 
hundred feet. On the western side, 
which faces towards the Red Sea, is 
a steep slope of a triangular form 
extending about eighty feet up the 
side of the hill, narrow at the top, 
but widening out as it approaches 
the bottom. This slope is bounded by 
low cliffs of sandstone on all sides 
except the base, and covered with a 
very fine quartzy sand of a light red- 
dish-brown colour 

Having reached the top, I seated 
myself at the base of the mural cliffs 
which crest the summit, and watched 
the course of the sand we had set in 
motion, as it passed downwards in 
undulating and gradually widening 
lines to the base. 

About two minutes after the sand 
had been first set in motion, a faint 
rustling sound, as it rolled down, 
struck our ears: then the low, deep, 
distant, musical tone we had first 
heard, which generally became more 
and more distinct, and apparently 
nearer, in successive and fast re- 
peated notes, whose sound partook 
of those of a deep mellow church or 
convent bell, and of the vibration of 
a stringed instrument. On again dis- 


turbing the. sand near the summit, 


with my feet, the sounds took up a 
more treble and prolonged tone, re- 
sembling the wild strains of an 
Holian harp, but gradually becom- 
ing deeper and louder, until at 
length they riyalled the continued 
rumbling of distant thunder, and 
fairly caused the sand on which I 
sat to tremble in distinct vibrations. 
This intensity of sound was pro- 


duced. a short interval after the 


whole surface of the sand had been 
set in motion from the summit to the 
base. The sensations imparted by the 
vibrations were most extraordinary; 
I can only compare them with those 
likely to be experienced by a person 
seated on the body of some enor- 
mous stringed instrument while a 
bow is slowly drawn over its chords. 


The greatest effect was produced by 


traversing the sand from right to 
left, and vice versa, a 
“I descended to the base during 


the greatest intensity of the sounds, 


and awaited in silence their cessa- 
tion, which took place with that of 
the motion of the sand, at the expi- 


ration of about a quarter o“ an hour. 


“Travellers have frequently at- 
tempted the explanation of this curi- 
ous phenomenon. Some are of opin- 
ion that the sounds are caused by 
the sand’s motion over hollow rocks; 


others imagine them to proceed from. 
the sand falling into cavities; some; 


| 


again, suppose them to have their 
origin in subterranean volcanoes; 
and a few have thought that similar 
sounds may be produced by the 
action of the wind on the thin elastic 
plates of mica which abound in 
granite and gneiss.“ — Logo CuRzoN, 
in “Tales of Travel.”

Freedom it provides for 
the component parts, yet 
unity is preserved. In the words of the report, 
the members are “autonomous communities 
within the British Empire, equal in status and 
in no way subordinate one to the other in any 
aspect of their domestic or external affairs, 
though united by a common allegiance to the 
Crown and freely associated as members of the 
British Commonwealth of Nations.” 

That the report is likely to be received with 
approval by the nations overseas goes without 
saying. It satisfies the demands of General 
Hertzog for a declaration of equality, and it 
appeals to popular sentiment in Ireland by 
changing the status of the Governor-General, 
making him the direct representative of the 
King rather than the official link between the 
British and the Irish Free State Governments. 
Henceforward little may be heard in Irish party 
politics of the question of loyalty to the Crown. 

An important section is that dealing with 
treaties. It recommends that in future treaties 
the British ministers shall sign for Great 
Britain instead of for the Empire, with each 
dominion signing for itself, Canada signing 
immediately after Great Britain. With regard to 
foreign relations, it is recognized that neither 
Britain nor the dominions can be committed to 
acceptance of active obligations without definite 
-assent of their own governments. At the same 
time, it is frankly admitted that in the general 
conduct of foreign policy, as also with defense, 
the major portion of the responsibility rests 
with the Government of Great Britain. 

As for the Locarno Pact, complete approval 
is given of the manner in which the negotia- 
tions were conducted, and the British Govern- 
ment is congratulated upon its share in the con- 
tribution toward the promotion of peace, with- 
out committing the dominions to ratification. 
The dominions apparently decided not to take 
the risks involved in signing the pact, a pact 
that binds Great Britain to throw its weight 
against German aggression on France or French 
aggression on Germany. But that it was neces- 
sary in the interests of peace, few will deny, and 
it is in the very nature of things that the British 
Government should be more closely associated 
with the politics of Europe than the dominions, 
which are separated by thousands of miles of 
seas. ; 

So far no light is shed on the attitude of 
the self-governing dominions toward Asiatics. 
Whether and to what extent the problem was 
debated will be shown when the full report is 
available. As regards the question of settlers, 
free passages to Australia for picked women 
domestic workers is to be recommended by 
Stanley M. Bruce, the Prime Minister, and other 
steps which have been agreed upon by the con- 
ference include further reductions in assisted 
passages to New Zealand, the inauguration of 
a similar scheme for southern Rhodesia, group 
settlements of twenty-five to thirty families 
each on vacant crown lands in Canada and new 
training schemes for settlers. 

The interdependence of nations has never 
been more clearly illustrated than it was during 
the conference. There will therefore be awaited 
with interest the decisions taken on the question 
of trade within the Empire, the problem of man- 
dates and other vital issues. The five weeks 
during which the conference has been in ses- 
sion has been a very active period. Much has 
been accomplished. Much remains to be done. 
The personal contact of statesmen representing 
one-quarter of the territory of the globe has 
given strength to the links which bind the far- 
flung dominions with the mother country. Pes- 
simists will find small comfort in the report of 
the conference. From the momentous gathering 
in London a brighter future for the world 
emerges. 


While Franco-German relations are unques- 
tionably improving and European peace in that 
direction seems assured, 
the relations between 
France and Italy are pre- 
carious, and q_ cloud 
overcasts the diplomatic 
landscape of these two 
Latin sisters. Nobody is 
so foolishly pessimistic 

| : 2s to suppose there is 
any possibility of hostilities in any measurable 
future, but the existence of bad feelings is so 
undesirable in itself that the rulers of the two 
countries would be well advised to do everything 
in their power to soften the bitter sentiments 
which have been allowed to develop. It is 
hardly worth while removing hatreds and fears 
and suspicions on the Rhine if they are immedi- 
ately to be fostered over the Alps.

It would not be easy to exaggerate the Franco- 


phobia which has sprung up in the Fascist 
ranks. Incidents which have been recorded have 
been comparatively trivial, but they unmistaka- 
bly show the attitude of the Italian populace, 
egged on by the Fascist press and not rebuked 
by the highest authorities. Frontier incidents, 
even when trivial, are dangerous; and when 
once national pride is aroused, they are magni- 
fied out of all proportion to their importance. 
Whenever an attack is made upon Signor 
Mussolini, the anger of the Italians turns on the 
French. The only possible partial excuse is that 
some of the Radical papers in France have, per- 
haps unwisely, systematically fulminated against 
the Fascist régime. It is a curious paradox that 
the very journals which are pacific in respect 
of Germany are most bellicose in respect of 
Italy. In the name of peace they are prepared 


to overlook anything done by Germany, even 


when it directly concerns France; but they seem 
unwilling to overlook the veriest trifle in Italy, 
even when it is clearly only of domestic concern. 

But this so-called excuse is very thin. A few 
newspaper articles condemning Fascism cannot 


tus for the dominions, it 


justify Fascist attacks on French consuls, nor 
the threatening tone of the Rome press. It 
will certainly be deplorable if Italy takes the 
place formerly. occupied by Germany, and if 
Mussolini should cast himself in the röle once 
held by the Kaiser. 

When the Versailles Treaty was concluded, 
Italy was disappointed. Thé country was not 
then strong and could not raise its voice as 
loudly as it would have liked to do. It was over- 
ruled by the American, the British and the 
French representatives. Whether Italy was 
badly treated, whether it should have been 
granted this and conceded that, it is not now 
necessary to inquire. The point is that the 
refusals to accede to its requests rankled. In 
Europe, Italy did not receive what it wanted, and 
the full frontier claims were disallowed. Outside 
Europe, Italy was not satisfied. German colo- 
nies were divided under the mandatory system 
chiefly between France and England. Again, it 
is not necessary to inquire into the reasons: the 
result, which is what matters, was Italian 
discontent. 

Now this sense of animosity, curiously enough, 
has been exclusively directed against France. 
France is not particularly responsible, but 
France is principally blamed. Between France 
and Italy, about whose common civilization ora- 
tors make great play, there has never been a 
very kindly feeling. They have been jealous of 
each other. France, indeed, has been somewhat 
inclined to disdain Italy as scarcely in the same 
class of first-rate powers. Italy has smarted 
under a sense of humiliation. 

Now Italy asserts itself. It fashions a huge 
Mediterranean policy. It has designs in Asia 
Minor. It casts its eyes on Abyssinia. It makes 


demands in Tunisia. It asks for a place in the 


administration of Tangiers. Everywhere it ap- 
pears to find France in its path. It realizes that 
it is itself a prolific country with a rapidly in- 
creasing population, in need of ouflets for its 


energy, whereas France, which is so favored, 
-in respect of colonies, is a country witha dimin-, 


ishing birth rate. Moreover, while France’s ter-- 
ritory .is, with the exception of that of Russia, 
the largest in Europe, her density of population 
is no more than about half of that of her 
neighbors. 

There are European observers who utter grave 
doubts as to the course that Italy is taking. 
Fascism should be kept for home consumption, 
they feel, and should not be made an article 
of exportation. If it is necessary to maintain 
order in the peninsula, it is not for foreign coun- 
tries unduly to criticize Italy’s chosen method 
of government; but it becomes a duty to criti- 
cize, and to protest strongly, if Fascism, by 
simulating imperialism, should disturb the tran- 
quillity of a continent striving to recover itself 
after the upheavals of a gigantic war.

sible, apparently, for 
newspaper correspond-

panied him to forecast, perhaps quite definitely, 
the substance of his official report to be submit- 
ted later to the Chief Executive. These observ- 
ers, permitted close and intimate contact with 
the investigator, undoubtedly are in a position 
to judge with-some degree of accuracy the 
effects and conclusions of the inquiry made. 
Indeed, it would appear that Colonel Thompson 
himself has made no effort to conceal from those 
in whom he reposes confidence the important 
recommendations which he is prepared to sub- 
mit in his formal report. , 

Accepting’ these preliminary forecasts for ex- 
actly what they purport tobe, it must be agreed 
that the most significant of the many important 
and constructive observations is that.in which it 
is declared, apparently with the approval of 
Colonel Thomipson, that the time has long since 
passed when the possessions of the United 


States, in any part of the world, need to be“ 


governed under military or naval jurisdiction. 


With an intimate’ knowledge of industrial and - 


economic conditions in the Philippines, and a 
realization of the unfortunate results which he 
seems to have traced directly to a lack of co- 
ordination between antagonistic political sys- 
tems, he is said to have reached the conclusion 
that the United States has neglected, in the 
past, to give to these possessions the care and 
attention which their importance demands. 
Complete co-ordination is recommended as nec- 
essary for their proper government and devel- 
opment. ; 

It is impossible to estimate the effect of such 
a conclusion—assuming it to have been reached 
—in determining, so far as the Washington Gov- 
ernment is concerned, the future policy of deal- 
ing with the Philippines situation. Nothing 


could be more apparent from the forecasts made 


than the fact that conditions now existing in 
the islands are entirely unsatisfactory. While 
President Coolidge has taken occasion to speak 
approvingly of the attitude of the Government’s 
official representative there, his desire for more 
light upon the situation is taken to indicate his 
absolute open-mindedness and his willingness to 
be guided, in reaching a solution, by the facts 
as they are found to exist. A fact which appar- 
ently will be stressed by the Thompson report 
is that no satisfactory progress can be made in 
developing the latent resources of.the Philip- 
pines, in advancing the social welfare of the peo- 
ple there, or of restoring harmony where now 
are discord and political jealousies, until a way 
is discovered to restore co-operation between 
the Governor-General and the Philippine Legis- 
lature. 

Logically, it would seem, arguing from the 
assumed basis of the report, the shortest and 
surest road to such an achievement is that which 


is tentatively proposed: The transfer of super- | 
vision over the Philippines, as well as all other 


American possessions, from the, War Depart- 


ment to a special bureau in one of the civil | 
departments at Washington. Apparently there 


is no promise that even by a resort to this means 
it will be found possible immediately to grant 
to the Filipino people that complete political 
independence which it is claimed they so greatly

desire.. But it is intimated that simply by guar- 
anteeing to them, as a reward for their full and 
cheerful co-operation, complete internal au- 
tonomy, with an elective Filipino Governor- 
General, foreign relations being in the meantime 
under the control of the United States, the way 
may be paved for that ultimate independence 
which is the goal, as well as the right, of all 
democratic peoples. 

There is thus placed upon those who claim to 
be able to direct and shape the destinies of the 
Filipino and other peoples of the islands a bur- 
den which cannot be lightly or carelessly as- 
sumed. Complete local or internal autonomy, if 
realized, can be permanently established only 
when those chosen as leaders and representa- 
tives prove their capabilities and their prepara- 
tion for the task imposed. 


By no means the least interesting among the 
discussions during the joint meeting in Buffalo 
of the New York State 
Conference of Charities 
and Correction and the 
Conference of Probation 
Officers was that dealing 
intimately with the work 
carried on in the reform 
schools. The severest 
critic of the methods 
pursued was Miss Mary Palvesky, executive sec- 
retary of the Jewish Social Service Bureau of 
Brooklyn. Whatever her opportunities for ob- 
servation, she saw fit to condemn, without 
apology, the continuance of a policy which she 
declares is based upon neglect of educational 
opportunities, and which encourages the pro- 
miscuous “dumping,” as she termed it, of the 
by-products of the indifference of communities 
in failing to require a more general observance 


of the laws.

Indicating that she has made more than a 


superficial investigation of the problem with 
which she attempts to deal, this speaker told 
of following the “graduates” of the reform 


schools after they had been discharged, for the | 


purpose of observing the effects of the training 
provided. Her accumulation of facts does not 
present a summary of which American citizens 
who deplore the prevalence of lawlessness and 
the alleged increase in the number of offenders 
will be especially proud. She admits that the 
work of caring for and training the youthful 
delinquents committed by due process of law 
to these so-called reform schools requires a 


h quality of unselfish service and the devo- 


tion of those who are able to-study and under- 
stand the tendencies of each ‘child individually. 
She does not find that these requirements have 
been met. She reports that while wisdom dic- 
tates that special recreation be provided for the 
underprivileged child, the greater part of the 
time in these institutions is spent in making the 
children scrub the floors and perform other 


kinds of labor and drudgery in order to con- 


tribute to some extent to their own support and 
maintenance. — | 

It-is no more reasonable to demand that re- 
form schools should be made self-supporting 
than it would be to compel children in the pub- 
lie schools to pay for the instruction received. 
A serious blunder has been committed by some- 
one, else these unfortunate children would not 
be subjected to the hardships imposed in a re- 
formatory. Certainly that does not justify So- 
ciety’ in perpetuating a grievous mistake. It 
is not reform that is needed so much as re- 
building. It is realized that the material to be 
used is, to all outward appearances, faulty and 
unfit. But who except those who have been 
able to look within knows the heart of a child? 
There is always a responsive chord which may 
be made to answer to the sympathetic touch. 

The problems presented to those to whom the 
care of delinquent children has been conimitted 
bear hardly the slightest resemblance to those 
to be solved by so-called criminologists and re- 
formers. Yet it would seem that they have made 


- little more progress than has been attained in 


the prisons. Surely, it would seem that here 
might be exemplified the wisdom of tempering 
justice with mercy. The new promise of hope 
is fhat the sins of the fathers are not visited 
upon tHe children, even of the first generation. 
Yet one is inclined to the conviction that a view 
behind the scenes in some of the so-called re- 
form schools would convince even a casual 
observer that a realization of this fact has not 
yet come to many of those of this era.

The Pink Tiger of the Rand

City of the Wit Waters Rand, the White Waters 

Reef, as possessing, or sharing with San Francisco, the most 
unusual individuality of any city in the world. | 

The days of its excessive lavishness are over; the days 
when a golden sovereign was looked upon as very small 
change. But deep down in the heart of every true miner, 
and most of the population think as miners, lies the hope 
that one day the lost reef may be traced, and that those 
days will be repeated. 

Though few would be likely to know it, most of their 
hopes center round the top offices of the building known 
as the Corner House. A name that to South Africans 
means what Wall Street does to Americans. The Corner 
House is the financial center of the gold industry. 

The Wit Waters Rand, or the Rand, as it is usually 
termed, is a gold-bearing reef that runs almost directly 
from west to east, and is mined consistently along its line 
for about sixty miles. Johannesburg itself is about twenty 
miles to the east of Krugersdorp, which is the first of the 
gold towns that lie along the reef. In order, they run: 
Krugersdorp, Johannesburg, Germiston, and then a long 
stretch to Boksburg and Benoni. 

The shape of the reef, so the quiet young men in that 
top office of the Corner House will tell you, is that of 
a * saucer standing almost vertically in the earth. The 
top of its rim just peers aboveground out in the west 
near Krugersdorp; “outcrop,” in the descriptive jargon 
of the reef, and it was this outcrop that betrayed the 
existence of gold to the surprised.eyes of prospectors in 
the eighties. „ 


As the outcrop mining removed all the surface gold, 
primitive mining machinery appeared; to develop into 
the highly skilled engineering work it is today. The mining 
followed the reef, wherever it led. It led in a line almost 
due east. Deeper and deeper the gold went, as the saucer 
rim curved. down into the earth; and deeper and deeper 
the mine shafts plunged to keep touch with the white 
quartz, till today in the far East Rand; it is quite a 
normal procedure to calculate on a 5000-foot shaft before 
contact with the reef is made,

Regarding the Question of Criminal Reform. 
To the Editor of Taz CHRISTIAN Science Monrror: 

That an intelligent handling of the crime situation is 
of vital importance is gel 7 zed. But, as it 
seems to me, the Baumes law, which has recently become 
operative in New York State, and which has been widely 
heralded as the last word in criminal reform, is merely a 
clumsy attempt to abolish crime by virtually entombing 
the comparatively small proportion of offenders (espe- 
cially second offenders) who happen to be caught and 
convicted. a 

Senator Baumes (to quote his own words) starts from 
the premise that “there is a new type of criminal, the 
vicious, determined professional class, who deliberately 
take up a career of crime just as other citizens take up 
the useful and honest trades.” 

Apparently, the Senator thinks he has discovered some- 
thing new, and is quite unaware of the fact that crim- 
inals, be they of the old or new type, are the product of 
the conditions of society from which they spring; and 
neither Senator Baumes nor any of his friends is attempt- 
ing to deal with this phase of the situation. 

Governor Moore of New Jersey, if I am not mistaken, 
has voiced the sentiment that all bandits should be sub- 
jected to the extteme penalty. 

Judge R. A. E. Greenshields of the Court of Appeals 
is credited with having said that individuals who do not 
believe in capital punishment should nevertheless be 
compelled to serve as jurors in capital cases, and that it is 


be “preposterous” to consider them ineligible. 


None of these eminent gentlemen seems to realize the 
historical fact that undue severity has never lessened 
crime, but, on the contrary, has increased it and emphasized 
the desperation and vindictiveness of the criminally in- 
clined. None of them seems to realize that their theories 
and pronouncements go back to the unintelligent days 
of the cavemen, and are unrecognizable as applied to the 
Christian era in which we are supposed to live. 

On the other hand, several eminent judges have fortu- 
nately realized the fact that the Baumes law constitutes 
a far greater menace than the crime wave which it is sup- 
posed to allay. 

Judge Franklin Taylor of Brooklyn, in commenting re- 
cently uppn the lack of discretion allowed to judges under 
the new law, said: : 

There is much in the law that is foolish What could be 
more so than the condemning of a Man to life-imprisonment 
for the meager offense of misappropriating a paltry sum of 
his employer’s money? The true test should be, has the 
defendant committed a serious crime, is he a continual 
menace to the community, or is he simply a wayfarer with 
the ghost of a prison record stalking from the distant back- 
ground to damn him? . 

District Attorney Banton has reminded us that we 
should not, like the humorist in “The Mikado,” “make 
the punishment fit the crime.” 

“My experience as a district attorney,” said Mr. Ban- 
ton, “has taught me that imprisonment should not fit the 
crime, but should fit the criminal”; and he has called 
attention to the fact that, with the exception of murder 
in the first degree, burglary in the first robbery 
m the first degree, there is no discretion left to the court 
that tends to bring about the complete segregation of 
the anticriminal on his first offense; and he very properly 


characterizes the recent legislation on this subject as “the 


outgrowth of a certain amount of ria.” ae 
A determined and organized effort must be made to 

remedy these mistakes and to prevent the contemplate 

passing of similar and even more dra stie laws in f 

Jersey, as contemplated by Governor Moore.
